In our schools and residence halls we 
have developed new approaches to meeting 
the needs- of your children. Through the 
expertise of our educational consultant, 
and the flexibility of our staff, many of the 
learning problems and frustrations of the 
pupils have been diminished. The payoff 
has been a rapid’ increase; in the academic 
achievement of many of our pupils. 

We are rapidly expanding our closed cir- 
cuit TV programming. At present there 
are eight monitors in our High School. We 
hope, by this fall, to have monitors in ev- 
ery classroom in each of the schools and 
every residence hall. TV programming will 
consist of educational materials covering 
all areas of subject matter, as well as stu- 
dent prepared topics. 

Another area of interest is the drama 
classes in our High School. This has been 
a banner year. Some of you attended the 
presentation of “The Princess and the Pau- 
per” in January. This was a fine pro- 
duction by our students. Since then the 
drama classes have presented another play 


entitled, “One Mad Night.” This was per- 
haps o the best production to date. Next 
year there are going to be more plays and 
you should plan to see them. 

The residence halls provide a rich ex- 
perience for your children, too many to list 
here, with activities which are not only 
interesting, but are also constructive. 

I would like to proclaim this coming fall 
season as a time for all of you to get better 
acquainted with your children’s school an$ 
the people who work here. We have a 
scheduled parent visiting day the last Fri- 
day of almost every month when school is 
in session. Should you wish to come out 
at another time, all you need do is write 
or give us a call. 

It is your school. Why not be a part 
of it?

Dr. Kenneth Both 
Speaks on Scoliosis 

CSDR Infirmary hosted a lecture for 
school nurses here on March 29th. The 
speaker was Dr. Kenneth Roth, orthopedic 
specialist from Loma Linda University. Dr. 
Roth donates his time in programs to detect 
and treat scoliosis among school children. 

Scoliosis, the subject of the lecture, is. 
a serious developmental defect of the grow- 
ing spine. It affects 6%-10% of children. 
If treated early, serious permanent crip- 
pling can be prevented or minimized. 
Parents and school personnel need to be 
alert to detect the problem, and can easily 
learn the screening method. 

Eighteen school nurses and health edu- 
cators from Riverside and San Bernardino 
districts attended the lecture. Some of our 
new knowledge will be of immediate use in 
the school. Dr. Roth also said that he 
Would return in the future with slides and 
a movie to demonstrate exactly what to 
look for. 

We would like to thank Dr. Roth, and 
his assistant, Barbara Carnahan. R.N., for 
their time and excellent teaching.

Vegetable Gardening 

An introduction to the “The Living 
Skills Program”, in the Deaf Multi- 
Handicapped Unit, was printed in the 
October, 1975 issue of the California 
Palms. 

As a follow-up to that introduction, 
this article will focus on one of the six 
component^ of the program, gardening. 

Students in the program have the 
opportunity for “on the job” training, 
which involves working in the garden 
for a 9 week period. They are actively 
involved in the tasks of planning, build- 
ing, planting, and maintaining a garden. 

In the learning environment, stu- 
dents are exposed to many experiences 
and responsibilities — building planter 
boxes, cultivating soil, and selecting and 
buying flower or vegetable seeds. They 
learn to sow seeds properly, water, 
weed, thin, transplant, control garden 
insects and harvest the crops. 

A variety of vegetables have been 
planted throughout the year — lima 
beans, beets, brussels sprouts, celery, 
carrots, cauliflower, corn, lettuce, green 
onions, peas, radishes, winter squash, 
spinach, tomatoes, turnips and straw- 
berries. We have had bad crops as well 
as good crops. The scarecrow built by 
one of the classes has helped watch 
over our garden! 

With the harvest the students market 
their produce to teachers and students 
within the unit. They also create 
appetizing menu items such as salads, 
vegetable soup and strawberry short- 
cake. 

Gardening has a unique place in this 
program. It is a place where students 
can work, enjoy, learn and explore. In 
doing so, they learn about themselves 
and others by interacting in a “growing 
environment”. 

This is one of many curriculum areas 
which we are developing this year in 
our program and hopefully we will com- 
plete our pre-vocational and social skills 
curriculum in the near future.

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Vocational Palms 

The Vocational School — Twenty-One Years in Retrospect 
Howard H, Rahmlow, Principal 


The dreams of many people were re- 
alized in September of 1955 when the 
Vocational Building of the California 
School for the Deaf, Riverside was first 
opened to pupils. At that time courses in 
baking, homemaking, cabinetmaking-up- 
holstery, art, letterpress printing, autobody 
repair and painting, welding and sheet- 
rnetal, spotting and pressing, power sewing, 
and general shop industrial arts made up 
the program. The courses in homemaking 
and general shop industrial arts were the 
basic exploratory units for the “Middle 
School” which now would be our Junior 
High School. Basically the first two years 
of vocational training in the then “Upper 
School” and now our High Schoool was a 
rotational program through several shops 
cn an exploratory plan. This was then 
followed by two years of specialization 
in a subject area that seemed to hold 
most promise for the individual pupil. 
This program was aimed at the overall 
objective to give to each boy or girl the 
best possible training within the scope of 
our facilites and the capabilities of the 
individual pupil concerned. With that goal 
in mind the years following 1955 saw both 
growth within the offerings mentioned 
above but also in the development and 
institution of new programs as will be 
seen as we continue. 

The opening of school in 1956 found a 
new vocational area added to the vocational 
offerings. This shop, general electricity, 
offered instruction in elementary electri- 
city, small electric appliance repair and 
beginning electric motor rewinding. That 
year, also, the Vocational School provided 
a speaker from Norton Air Force Base who 
presented his talk on “Communication” to 
the combined faculty of CSDR. The year 
of 1958 brought to CSDR a new shop 
course in arts and crafts which was an 
exploratory unit mainly for the younger 
pupils. It was also in 1958 that the typing 
class was moved from the academic high 
school to become a vocational subject and 
also when it was expanded to include other 


areas of business education including busi- 
ness machine operation and bookkeeping. 
This business education program was to 
grow into one of the most popular courses 
for High School girls. In 1960 offset 
lithography was added to our printing 
offerings as a unit in the letterpress shop. 
This area of printing continued to expand 
and was later moved into a room of its 
own and was again expanded under a 
Federal Vocational Grant in 1966. Horti- 
culture became a vital part of the voca- 
tional training in 1962 and has continued 
to grow each year not only in its physical 
growth but in pupil interest and achieve- 
ment. 

Although driver training and driver 
education had been a part of the training 
at CSDR it was in the fall of 1969 that a 
full-time instructor was available for this 
valuable class and this position was placed 
under the supervision of the Vocational 
School. In 1971 a Work Program Coordinat- 
or was appointed to the Vocational School 
staff to establish and implement an on-the- 
job work experience program and to assist 
our graduates in obtaining jobs as well as 
giving follow-up assistance on the job to 
make a better transition between school 
and job. This program, like all others 
mentioned above, has continued to change 
and grow to the end that we in the Voca- 
tional School will provide the best possible 
training for each boy or girl that can be 
achieved by that boy or girl as an 
individual. 

As we end this first twenty-one years as 
a Vocational School here at CSDR and as 
I retire after having had the privilege of 
serving as the Vocational School’s first 
Principal I wish for my successor, Mr. 
Steven Shouse, many years of happy and 
successful experience. I know that both 
he and the teachers with whom I have had 
the good fortune to work will continue to 
provide an outstanding vocational program 
and in addition develop new programs for 
the continuing growth of this vital area.

To keep abreast of what’s happening in 
other libraries; Miss Johnson, CSDR's 
librarian recently flew to Washington, 
D.C., where she had the opportunity to 
visit the libraries at the Model Secondary 
School for the Deaf and the Kendall 
Demonstration Elementary School. She 
also visited the Gallaudet College library 
and has brought back some innovative 
ideas from each school. As a member of 
the Media Services, Miss Johnson uses 
audio-visual equipment from time to time. 
To improve her skill in the use of video- 
tape equipment, Miss Johnson attended a 
weekend workshop in TV production spon- 
sored by UCR. In addition to learning 
about television techniques Miss Johnson 
heard some interesting information about 
a book fair in Upland which was spon- 
sored by the Pomona Valley News 
Agency.
